Whether or not there are other such stories prior to it, other developments are slated 
for this week* 'fhoy are possible and have come to pas3 in the name of the Senator* 

Without at least approval in hie name, it would not be possible* 

"Expert Says Doctors Erred On Site of JFK 1 a Wound'*, the headline says* On something 
as relatively small as fnjotlukzx the human head, an error of four inches? 1 his is not 
now. I discovered it years ago and wanted you to be aware of it, as 1 did Mr* Burke 
before you* With doctors an "error" of this magnitude? With a bomrJLssion staffed a 3 tliat 
one it only "failed to clarify tliat point"? 

All you need for continuing comfort in this natter is to persuade yourself that 
"error" makes accuracy, undependability assures dependability, and falsehood is the 
means of establishing truth# 

You will recognize it as not a new sentiment when I repeat that I hato tb think of 
tlie pain tliat may lie in the immediate future for the senator anu his family* Whctlier it 
will bo tliis week or whether what 1 fear will even eventuate mortal cannot forecast* 

But if you know tijat tine first critical examination of the contracted material is 
scheduled for this week, tliat Dr, Morgan has given us a remarkable coincidence in 
preserving silence for four years and breaking it in the incredible way, and that he 
was, what the Post does not say, one of the four experts with whom the family was needlessly 
involved in the panel r-*p$rt of four years ago and in that he failed to Bay tliat the 
"doctors erred", perhaps you can soo some possibilities* 

I regret you havo not seen fit to trust me to the extent of informing yourself# You 
or others may suddenly need information no., ami not have it* should . you change your mind 
or find tliis need, I will be available* My conditions or . unchanged t mutual preservation 
of confidence* I expect to be gone for a few hours Wednesday morning, pussibly Friday 
aftorao ;n, but not for long any other days* If you have not checked ae out in the past 
with others than partisans, there isn't much you can do along this lino under current 
circumstances* However, you should be able to reach Senator uatliias, although he is in 
Miami, or perhaps hi3 wife, or Slid Hurlburt, who knows me less well but may know what 
"Mac" thinks* Unfortunately, you are all hung up in trust of judgement that is not and 
never has been independent and tliat was formed by those who are parti pris * 

I do hope that what can happen doesn't, much as I fear it is the design*
